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Continuation of 11, does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1-4, 6, 8-15 and 17 applicant 
states that there was no motivation to combine Okibayashi and Yokohama however motivation was previously cited in the office action 
stating that combining an elecroluminescent layer having G, R and B aleyrs produces white light that can produce bright images using a 
lower voltage. Further applicant has recited that the reference does not teach "a first electrode located on the first surface" of a lighting 
element and a "second electrode located on the second surface." However, applicant is relying on a very strict interpretation of "on." The 
word "on" is interpreted as the broadest reasonable interpretation of on. The reference meetsthe limitations of "a first electrode on the 
first surface" or " a second electrode on the second surface" when read broadly as "on" or "on the surface" does not exclude no layers 
formed in between. 

Regarding claims 5 and 16, Tang provides motivation to use an organic electroluminescent element to provide a display with " low 
voltage, high drive efficiency, and low temperature fabrication." The reference disclose this subject matter. 

Regarding claims 7 and 18, applicant has cited that Yamazaki "merely" teaches a layering sttructure of an EL device with a silicon nitride 
insulation layer. However a passivation layer is an insulation layer. If applicant wishes to grant passivation layer any special meaning 
this special meaning must be disclosed in the specification. 

Furthermore applicant stated that reconsideration of the of the finality of the office action. Examiner acknowledges that the July 5, 2005 
amendment did not necessitate a final rejection however the amendment filed 2/18/05 amended the claims which necessitated the 
previous final rejection mailed 5/4/2005. The finality of that rejection was previously withdrawn to cite the new prior art and thus the 
finality of the rejection 7/26/2005 stands. 
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
